a bombed area is a Home for 
Aged Women, where there are . 

Although 
bombs have fallen all round it 
and within 40 yards of the build- 
ing, it has not been touched, All 
theae people live in an atmosphere 
of decomposing human flesh com- * 
ing from the many points which 
have not yet been excavated und

. NARROW ESCAPE 

One particylar point where there 
were a number of amall-trader’s 
shops and homes has been parti- 
cularly unfortunate, All struc- 
tures with the exception of one, 
along both sides of a stretch of 
200-yard street have been com- 
pletely demolished. It is estimated 
that over 160 houses were destroy- 
ed there. The building still loft 
Standing is that of the Whampoa 
Port Bureau, which is a three- 
storied atructure and ts badly dam- 
aged. One of the inmates of thin 
told mo of the narrow eseape he 
and hig seven companions had on 
June 16, : 

“We took refuge in our dug-out, 
an underground cellar,” he sald, 
“inside of which was a hugo wall 
safe.”

And: Yellow River 
Floods Sweep On 


i Shanghai, Yesterday. 
The Yellow River floods are steadily forcing their 
way farther southwards, and yesterday a 
total area of 2,400 square kilometres was in- 
undated by the floods, as compared with 
1,600 square kilometres on Thursday. 
No fewer than 700,000 people have been render- 


ed homeless. 


Another 1,500 villages have been inundated by 
the floods, and in many cases merely the roof 
tops of houses are still visible. 

The Japanese authorities have admitted for the 
first time that the Japanese units in the 
- flooded area are in grave danger.

BERLIN POLICE 
RAIDS: MANY 
JEWS ARRESTED 


Berlin, Yesterday. 

A series of police raids on 
Berlin restaurants, “cafes usually 
frequented by Jews and question- 
able characters” have, it is learn- 
ed yesterday evening, resulted in 
the arrest of a great number of 
alleged criminals and persons with 
dubious pursuits, 

The firat rad took, place on 
May 31, when 339 persons, includ- 
ing 317 Jews, were taken into 


custody in two Jarge cafes on the 
Kurfuersatendamm. 


It is now announced that fol- 
lowing crosa-examination, it has 
been found that 76 of those ar- 
rented wore engaged in criminal 
activitles, and upon tho basis of 
the materials thus collected, fur- 
ther police raids wore carried 
out, tho latest being on June 16, 
when numerous persons were 
taken into custody by the secret 
police for questioning, included 
143 Jews, 


Of these, 26 wero without na- 
tlonality, 61 were foreigners’ not 
posscasing a valid and up to date 
Passport snd 66 were , German 
Jews. : 


It fs emphasised in informed 
circles that the object of the 
raids is to rid Berlin of criminal 
clements who have been engaging 
{n nefarious practices, and is not 
dn the nature of action against 
Berlin Jews. The raids have been 
carried out by the Berlin police 
in the regular ne of duty, it Is 
declared, 


PROTECTIVE CUSTUDY 


That a number’ of Jews have 
been placed in protective custody 
is admitted, however, the reason 
given being that the influx of 
Jewish elements into Berlin from 
the provinces and smaller towns 
has been go great that public in- 
dignation haa become aroused 
and anti-Semitic demonstrations 
have taken place.

The uve of zig-zag trenches 
to accommodate civilians. 


SHOCK ABSORBERS 


Few bulldings in Canton to-day’ 
are without bamboo “shock ab- 
sorbers.” Though flimsy in ap- 
pearance, this precaution has on 
many authenticated occasions ex- 
ploded a falling bomb before it 
hag penetrated the roof, 

There have been enses when 
bombs have completely wrecked 
the roof of.a building, while re- 
sidenta in the lower floora have 
escaped. 

The ‘bamboos are naturally in- 
effective against bombs set to ex- 
plode after penetrating, but in the 
case-of missiles which ‘explode on 
contact they have saved many 
lives, ’ 

RARELY FAILED - 

Preciutions of this kind are 
useless against incendiary bombs, 
but as the majority of bombs 
dropped during the. raids on Can- 
ton have been high explosive, the 
effectiveness of these layers has 
only rarely ‘failed. 

Dugouts, of the amuteurish, 
home-made variety, have proved 
in several cases to be dangerous 
traps, 

Whole families who have placed 
their trust in thin conerete shel- 
ters, covered with sandbags, have 
been either blown to pieces by a 
direet hit or have been killed by 
concussion. 

DUG-OUT COSTs . 

Bomba, of a weight of about 
600 Ibs, which have burst as far 
an 60 yards away, have killed 
groups of people who. showed no 
external signs of injury. ° 

Only effective dug-out system 
is one built far underground, with 
a sufficient covering of earth to 
guarantee absolutely immunity 
oven in the event of a direct hit. 

Only a few of this type of shel- 
ter would be {nvaluable, but their 
construction on a Iurge scale {a 
negatived by the Inevitably huge 


cost, . 
ZIG ZAG TRENCH 

Of equal or probably greuter 
value and at far leds expense is 
the zig-zag trench system. 

This trench, dug to straggle 
round-the landscape in general, 
is probably tho most effective 
shelter for a large civilian 
population. 

A. chance direct hit would Kill 
only a few, people round the near- 
est corner of the trench would 
escape unscathed except for a 
severe shaking.

Prospective customers are pick- 
ed up in a 
pointed time and taken to w house 
“somewhere” on the mainland 
where the girls are assembled for 
disposal. 

The girls are usually disposed 
of in batches of three to five at 
different places, 

There is no bidding or bargain- 
ing. 

Girls of ages between 16 and 21 
years, ure priced higher than those 
below 16 and above 21, und, 1 was 
told, fetch at times $300 cach. 


BUYERS' PRIVILEGE 


Customers enjoy the privilege of 
having the girls physically and 
medically examined before mak- 
ing his or her purchase, They, 
are, however, mostly brothel- 
keepers, who purchase the unfor- 
tunate human beings for the sole 
purpose of making money through 
harlotry. 

Markets offering young women 
and girls for snle, I was told, have 
been existent in the Colony since 
last December. 

-Some of them are girls who 
huve lost their relatives and 
homes as a result of the war, 
and many are unemployed fac- 

. tory hands who lost thelr Jobs 
after the Japanese occupicd the 
towns in which they worked.

At 
the same time the Grove Kstate and 
the Grove Field, adjoining, with a 
total area of 79 aeres, were — ac- 
quired ata total cost of £32,400 by 
the Middlenex County Council and 
the Harrow District Council. 

‘These seem, 1 own, monntrous 
mins to pay, but you see these ex- 
tates were “ripe for development,” 
and that in what comes of tolorat- 
ing for generations private property 
in Innd. At present there ia no 
remedy. 

Only « week or two before, other 
yrind estates were bought totalling 
650 acres. In Hertfordshire, 247 
neres known as Great Wood, — at 
Northaw, and about 60 acres form- 
ing the greater part of Croxley Hall 
Woods, and adjoining meadows at 
Croxley Green, Rickmansworth, 
were acquired by the Hertfordshire 
County Council for £20,866, towarda

Lens ut Wert Horsley, and about 
87 acren neur Ham Houne, Rich- 
mond.

Not long before these consider- 
able deals, the Middlesex and the 
London County Councils agreed to 
buy over 2,000 acres on the north 
side of Enfield for £318,400, of 
which the L.C.C. undertook to find 
£81,700. .

It was then beyond the knowledge 
of anybedy how tho scheme would 
be recolved, what amount of co- 


operiition it would cull forth, and 
to what degree it would be pos- 
sible to acquire land within — the 
prescribed area at prices which 
would not be prohibitive. Since 
that time, of course, it has been 
possible to sce the scheme in work- 
ing practice, und to measure its 
possibilities by such solld achiove- 
ment as I have outlined.

WAR AND SOCIAL PROGRESS 


RESENCE at Geneva round the same conference table of de- 
legates from both China and Japan, provided with some 
dramatic publicity-by tne disagreement between them as to how 
the Chinese delegate should be permitted to express his dirap- 
proval of Japanese aggression in China, served as another illus:

Jtracted an interest and an allegiance from member States of the 


League und also from non-member States much more constant 
than has the political organisation under the Covenant. The 
fact should give pause to those who disparage continued faith in 
the League’s ideals. For the truth is that there exists in all 
nations — including the totalitarian Powers — an.active move- 
ment for social amelioration of the common people. Germany is 
& prominent example. Although her present concentration on 
self-sufliciency and military preparations has unquestionably low- 
ered the gencral standard of living, much has, nevertheless, been 
dene by the Nazi regime to provide better housing and wider 
social services. “Mest nations have something of achievement in 
social progress at stake in the present threat to world peace. Cer- 
tainly the widespread interest in the I.L.O. is one of the strongest 
current arguments for the maintenance of the League organisa- 
tion. A summary was recently cabled of Mr. Harold Butler’s 
farewell report on his retirement from the 1.L.O. directorship, 
and, as in his previous annual report, he permitted himself some 
general reflections on the state of the world as he sets it from a 
privileged position. It is highly probable that what he thinks 
to-day the world will come to think furiously before long. 


» “With the fear of war obsessing the public mind everywhere,” 
writes Mr. Butler, “all thoughts of social progress may well seem 
more appropriate to another planet . . . Vast sums which might 
otherwise have been profitably devoted to fighting sickness, to 
prolonging life, to sweetening old age, to adding a cubit to the 
knowledge and culture of mankind, are devoted to the destruc- 
tion of what man has so painfully acquired or created.” The 
detestation of the waste and folly of huge expenditure on arma- 
ments was expressed graphically enough by the Prime Minister, 
when, as Chancellor of the Exchequer, he introduced his Budget 
last year. Mr. Butler’s argument is one addressed to all re- 
arming Powers together; and he is met by the retort from each 
one of them individually that to neglect adequate defence in tho 
world as it is to-day would be to imperil, no less, its own invest- 
ment in social reform. With this Mr. Butler himself would agree, 


* tbut he would rightly insist that the matter cannot be left there. 


Statesmanship must find a way out of that impasse, for, if national 
expenditures upon war preparations continue to grow, they will 
begin, in Mr. Butler’s words, “to sap the social edifice” and make 
war itself inescapable. The tragedy is the greater because the 
world has to-day Jargely learned how to solve the technical pro- 
blems of social progress and welfare. Were peace assured, and 
a wide measure of both military and economic disarmament mude 
possible, there can be little question that the world could Jook 
forward with confidence to a period of unparalleled prosperity. 


If appeasement is ultimately to be achieved it must be con- 
tinually borne in mind that the obstacles to be overcome are écono- 
mic as well as political. But that is not the whole story. Mr. 
Butler points out with great insight that they are more than 
that — they are, also,‘even perhaps chiefly, psychological. Even 
so it has been said of Heaven that “it is first a temper and then 
a place.’ The highest ideals of the pacifists may be Utopian, 
unattainable in this world. It may be debated whether man, if 
he could be assured of peace and a chance for social progress, 
would devote his energies whole-heartedly to his own or to his 
neighbour's moral improvement. . But the statesman must work 


jfor the. best results he can get, using the material available to 


his hand. War, it is said, is but the natural pugnacity of man- 
kind. But that argument is no longer convincing, or even valid, 
when those who use it must nowadays admit also-that war with 
aeroplane bombs and poison yas, war for the wholesale oblitera- 
tion of towns and their inhabitants—which is sheer barbarism—, 
is natural to civilised man. Rending between the lines of Mr, 
Butler’s report, one is persuaded that it is vain to discuss how 
the present menacing situntion arose, and that-the more effec- 
tive course is‘to show its inevitable and terrible -Ienouement un- 
less checked, and work for a pooling of contributions. towards an 
settlement in the name of the nations’ common heritage of elvil-

ride for which he is famous. He 
was despatched by Joseph Warren 
to Lexington and Concerd to warn 
the “minute mon” of the expedition 
xent thither by Gage. Revere only 
renched Lexington, where he wax 
lolned by William Dawes and Doctor 
Samuel Prescott. 


According to Revere’s own ne- 
count. he was arrested by a British 
patrol nenr Lexington, so that he 
won unnhble to proceed. Dawes was 
Intercepted a few minutes Inter and 
the man who really completed the 
ride was Doctor Prescott, who rode 
on to Lincoln and Concord and gave 
the first alarm to the “minute men.”

The struggle for Nberty may 
now be regarded as closed.” 


it is inconcelvable that anyone 
writing a history of freedom to- 
day could come to the same con- 
clusion. Over most of the so- 
called civilised world freedom of 
thought does not exist. Govern- 
ment Is omnipotent, Irresponsible 
and arbitrary. 


Intellectual ‘freedom weakens 
with the weakening of political 
freedom. Even freedom of re- 
ligion is no Jonger safe. Religious 
persecution, after being lony since 
considered dead, re-emerges. 


In these circumstunces we are 
constrained to ask, “What is this 
Liberty for which our forefathers 
fought, and which we see wither- 
ing?” May we take it to-mean, in 
the words of Thomas Paine, “the 
right to do whatever is not con- 
trary, to the rights of others?” To 
this may be added, the right to 
political Mberty, the right freely 
to express ourselves on the plat- 
form and in the Press. 


Liberty implics that no hier- 
archy, should be allowed unjustly 


rather than satisfy them, then 
purely political power becomes 
restricted--so restricted as to be- 
come almost impotent to securg 
substantial improvement‘of the 
economic life of the people. The 
fall of the last Labour Govern- 
ment was dircctly attributable to 
the economic power of High Fin- 
ance, In fact, the pisto] of finan- 
cial and cconomic power was 
placed at the head of political de- 
mocracy, with tho inevitablo re- 
sult that the Intter had to yield. 


The obvious Iesson is that poli- . 


tical power must be supplement- 
ed by economic power, This is.o 
fundamental consideration for those 
who concern themselves with “real 
politics” in the modern interpre- 
tation. The more observant and 
intelligent elements in the com- 
munity realise that however at- 
tractive the electoral programme 
of any political party may bo on 
paper, it Is incapable of practical 
fulfilment if it is opposed by the 
combined forces of the banks and 
the Treusury officials. For the ful-

we may not be accused nor our 
persons detained save for offences 
determined by the law of tho Innd 
and in accordance with tho pro- 
cedure which tho law. prescribes 
that should we be so accused we 
may.not be held in custedy with- 
out'being brought to trial.

Namentary government, free 
specch, a free Press, ond impartial 
justice.

What Is this “Beggars Guild” 
and how does it function? It is an 
Orgunisation that has put most 
begging on a paying basta in 
Shanghal and is probably: better 
ind more ‘effectively organised 
than many a foreign company dé- 
ing business to-day. A prosnec- 
tive member is examined aa to his 
or her capabilities, then rated ac- 
cordingly. If he or she has always 
been a whining beggar and the 
Guild comes to the conclusion that 
he or she might be more effective 
in a different role—that they have 
been wasting their time with whin- 
ing for alma in a market already 
wlutted with = all manner of 
whiners—then he ‘tor she is per- 
suaded to change their act, 
Rugged , suits (often . patently 
ragged) are provided. The mendi- 
cant is encouraged to get good 
and dirty—excessive coaxing is 
not always necessary—and . with 
the churacter created,. the scene 
is luid. Shanghai fs plotted out 
by the Guild and the beggars al- 
lowed certain beats with syatema- 
tie Mnesse. Thelr locale ia changed 
from time to time, In this way, 
though there are literally thou- 
sands of mendicants, one scldom 
sees mobs of them together, as in 
India. On the other hand, no im- 
portant spot is without its out- 
stretched palm or palms, 


The rights.of the mendicanta 
ure niost carefully protected by 
the Guild and in many other ways 
they ure taken’ care of in a 
thoroughly business-like mannor, 
As an illustration of, this: 


One of the Guild’a recruits will 
enter a businesa cstablishment 
in his allocated territory, requost- 
ng alms. Should he be refused, 
an immediate report of this fact 
Is,made to the Guild headquarters. 
Soon a representative from the 
union calls on the shop-keeper in 
Person, ora Ietter ia written, notl- 
tying the merchant that a fine has 
been lovied against him. A finc 
which must be paid within a ‘cer. 
tain stated time limit. Theso. fines 
may rango from small amounts to 
those of good sizod proportions— 
depending on the location of the 
shop and the volume of daily, 
busincas, In the event that ‘this 
fino is not paid within the time 
limit sct, the sidewalk and street 
in front of the business establish- 
ment soon resembles the. assem- 
bly hall of 9 beggar’s convention.

Naturally the business. of the 
store, thus interfered with, falls 


away at an alarming rate and, al- 


moat without exception, the Guild- 


collects their “pound of flesh.” 


From all this benevolence on 
the part of their union, the beg- 
gars, from thoir not-oo-bad enrn- 
ings, pay a regular fee from thelr 
daily toll of alms collected. 


‘ MANY CLASSES 


Nauseously afflicted and eyes 
less, maimed or otherwise repul- 


sive mendicants are as common 


as people with adenolds. Female 
beggars are ofton alloted children 


to curry. In some cases, children 
that are tnrge enough to walk 
around without ald, Children be- 
longing to other members of the 
Guild who do not need them in 


their particular phase of begging. 

Many of the mendioants are 
xood entertainers. Jugglers (after 
a fashion) ure quite common. 
Along the wharves, begging acro- 
bats do very well, especially when 
cruise-ships—padded with tourists 
‘are in port. There are also sing- 
ing beggars, and comic beggars,

whose comedy for the main part 
consists of grimaces and the ef- 
fect of grotesque hats and gar- 
ments. Most interesting to for- 
eignors are the smail girl and boy 
members of the Guild, They are 
to be seen in the forcign-infeated 
district every day. ‘The stock and 
trade of these children, who are 
for the most part between the 
ages of five and fifteen, ig an im- 
mense goniality, a keen 
ledge of what will make the aver- 
ago forcigner laugh, a remarkable 
gift for repartee, and all the per- 
sonality in the world. Foreigners 
usually be- 
cause thoy are amused are ren- 
dered sympathetic. The Chinese 
are also good-givers, but for a far 
different reason. The feeling that 
-It gives them “face” to give to a 
mendicant. Chinese dancing girls, 
Sing-song girls and the “ladies of 
casy virtue” are all legitimate 
prey for the mendicant class, os 
they are generously free-handed. 
Unfortunately for the same 
“face” of foreigners omongst 
Chinese, Russian beggars ure 
comparatively common and not

VI—THE MAT 

1, At the beginning of the 
«first head, the player to play first 
shall placa the mat in the centre 
of the rink, the back of the mat 
being one yard from -the ditch, 
and in oll the subsequent heads” 
“the Ieader of the rink which won 
the immediately. preceding head 
sholl place the mat. It shall, 
however, be in his ofion-to lay 
the mat (I) at the place where 
the jack Iny at the finish of the 
head, if that place be in the cen- 
tre of the rink; (2) or if the 
place be not In the centre of the 
tink, then in a Iino atratght 
across to the centre thereof; (3) 
or between where the Jack Iny at 
the finish of the head and any 
place in the centre of the rink, 
so that the mat shall be not icss 
than 1 yard from the ditch; but 
» also (4) if tho Jack, at the finish 
of a head, lies in tho ditch, or less 
than Ll yard from It, the mat 
shall, in beginning the now head, 
ho placed 1 yatd from tho ditch. 
On all occasions there munt bo a 
clear distance of -not Jess than 
27 yards between where tho front

its original Felton. The size of

3. Each. player, when deliver: 
ing his bowl}, niust have one foot 
in contact with and entirely within 

the confines of the mat. Should a 

player, after warning, persiat in 

infringing this Law, the Umpire 
xhall order his bow] to be stopped 
and removed to the bank. 

The incldent referred to above, ov- 
curred when a well-known player in- 
sisted that the right of laying the 
mat rested with the losing lead. This 
ix definitely wrong, but the {nct that 
it has been tho habit in the past for 
losing leads to lay the mat may have 
led the player astray.
